Whila attending a picnic of the John TJ 


Stetson Mission, %t Neshaniiny Falls, 
^Saturday, Frederick" Young, aged 12 years 
of Philadelphia, became entangled in 
ropes of a-balldbn^'hich raised 
a mile and a half in the air aud carried htia 
about three mile? before he was rescued.

te grew, and finally he determined that he 
would go to America. As the captain 
would not take him without the consent 
of his father, and that consent could not 


obtained, he bided his time, and the 


eight the old captain sailed away Mat- 
thew Lyon shipped as a stowaway. 


Not until he was too far out to be re- 


turned did ho reveal himself to the cap- 
tain, who was very angry and swore all 
the oaths in the sea captain's vocabulary, 
declaring that he would return him by the 
flrst boat that sailed on their arrival in 
America. "Do you know," he said, "that 
you will be sold as a vagrant over there 11 
you land without money or friends?" 
This did not frighten the determined 


boy, who said he was willing to be sold— 
anything to get thero. 
The vessel landed In Boston harbor. 
Governor Ghlttenden met the captain, who 
woe a personal friend, the day after the 
arrival. The captain told him of the dar- 
ing little stowaway, and they agreed to go 
through tho form of a mock sole. The boy 
took 1'li stand upon tho sale block, one 
the bidding commenced. After a lively 
contest ho was knocked down to Governor 
Chlttonden for a pair of bulls. 


fie went home with hie purchaser, modi 


himself generally useful and soon fount 
such favor in tho eyes of hla master that 
the latter took him Into his office, where 
he commenced the study of law. He was 
soon an interested participator In the Bos 
ton tea party and enrolled himself with 
the "Green Mountain Boys," under com 
maud ot Ethan Allen, and became as true 
a patriot, as tenacious of tbe rights of Ver- 
mont and aggressive to those of New 
Hampshire and New York, as if he ho( 
been Ixirn and bred upon tho soil of th 
Green Mountain State.

ELECTRICAL STONE: 


T SLAYS A8 BY LIGHTNING ALL THOSE 


WHO GO UPON IT. 


The "Death Trap* Known to Indlfcns For 


Hundred! of Yean and Recently Dte- 
eomed b7 White Men—The Medicine 
Man With • Strangely Beautiful Face. 


One of the most recently discovered In- 


explicable phenomena Is an Immense eleo- 
rioal stone which orops out above ground 
n on almost inaccessible mountain pass 
some 60 or 60 miles north of The Needlos, 
n Arizona. 
In a multitude of witnesses there is safe- 


y, and it appears that the natives were 
'or years acquainted with the stpne and 
ts peculiar properties, long before its dis- 
covery by a party of hunters recently. 
Among tho Indians the stono goes by tho 
name of the "death trap," and the peak 
whereon it Is located is called Death Trap 
mountain. They say that their fathers 
and grandfathers before them knew of 
]ho stone, and it is only an old and expe- 
rienced guide who will venture to take a 
paity in the neighborhood of it, lost by 
iome unlucky chance a too daring hunter 
will lose his life by suddenly coming upon 
Lt in OB unguarded moment. 


The stone itself is described as being a 


rough, jagged outcropping, bursting up 
through the shale of its surroundings, 
reaching up tho mountain side to the 
height of about seven feet, when a sharp 
projection shelves over again, making a 
three sided tunnel perhaps nine feet long 
and five feet wide. Ordinarily the rock is 
of a blue metallic luster and shows traces 
of volcanic action, being seamed and rib- 
bed as if by molted lava. In, tho boat of 
the day, when tho sun shines squarely 
upon It, the stone assumes a faded, polo 
bluo hue, at which times the Indians de- 
clare it to be perfectly harmless. As tho 
sun leaves the gorge, however, the stono 
begins gradually to deepen in color, and 
when night comes and there is no moon it 
glows with all the brilliancy of a molton 
mass. This luminatlon may bo distinctly 
seen for a great distance when there aro 
no intervening mountains to obstruct tho 
view. 


Now, 
as to the peculiar death giving 


power of the stono. It is said that noth- 
ing great or small can set foot upon it and 
live. So powerful ore tho volts which it 
gives out at even the slightest contact 
that it Is impossib e for even the largest 
animals to withstand their strength. 


Recently the party of hunters referred 


to ventured without a guide into somo of 
the more dangerous mountain passes in 
the up country, and by chance found their 
way into a narrow gorge, having come In 
hot pursuit after a little fleet limbed moun- 
tain goat which they managed to start 
from th rooks below. Suddenly, while 
they were all some 70 or 80 feet away, they 
were astonished beyond measure to see 
the goat fall dead in his tracks, although 
not a shot had been fired. They were 
making ready to climb up the ledge and 
secure the little creature, when an old In- 
dian high up on the cliff behind called to 
them to stop. So frantic was his manner 
and so persistent his admonitions that 
thoy waited till he scrambled down to 
them, and then for the first time came to 
light the story of the electrical wonder. 


The hunters expressed tho deepest grati- 


tude to the old Indian for saving their 
lives, but regretted no little tho loss of 
the goat, whose species is almost extinct 
BOW, whereupon the old man unwound a 
rlata from his waist and flung it up un- 
der tho rooks. His aim was unerring, and 
presently the goat was dragged down into 
a place of safety, whence the hunters re- 
moved him. 


The sun was almost down and had quite 


Jeft the gorge, so at the request of tho In- 
dian the hunters accompanied him to his 
mountain perched cabin, and from there 
beheld the lighting up of the stone when 
the moon was gone, As they all sat about 
the flre watching tho phenomenon their 
old host told them many marvelous sto- 
ries of the wonder, among others tho leg- 
end of its discovery by the tribe hundreds 
of years ago. The legend runs about as

win hla way Into the hearts of tho people 
that ho waa sent to represent them in the 
continental congress. While serving In 
this capacity he fought the "alien am 
sedition" bill and once in tho heat of argu 
ment spat in the face of his opponent, 
man of the name of Fitzgerald, I think 
For this he was arrested, and refusing bail 
was imprisoned. While in prison he was 
again chosen to represent his adopted state 
in COD gross. 


Subsequently ha was sent by the govern- 


ment to Arkansas to settle some Indian 
disturbances In that locality. Finally he 
drifted to Kentucky, or "Fincastla coun- 
ty," an it was then known. Here ho joined 
forces with Daniel Eoone and became an 
Indian fighter, his love of adventure find- 
ing in this pastime a fitting means for Its 
accomplishment. 
A remnant of tho fort built by Boons 


and himself is still standing at the junc- 
tion of the Tennessee and Cumberland 
riven. The huge stone chimney, large 
enougli to roost two or three oxen In at 
one time, forms the foundation for a house 
which he afterward built and In which he 
lived when he first settled In Kentucky. 
This IIOUBO Is one of the historical spots in 
the Blue Grass State, and many tour- 
ists annually visit it. The little three oor- 
nered rooms, queer chimney places and 
porthole windows are reminders of the 
time when Kentucky was known as the 
"dark and bloody ground." 


From that state Matthew Lyon was also 
lent to congress, and often when hot in 
debate he would cry out, "By the bulls 
that bought me!'' Numbers of his descend- 
ants are scattered throughout Kentucky, 
Tennessee and Virginia, oil of whom hav* 
been more or less prominent in public af- 
fairs.

Tho comeliesb maiden of the tribe 
was selected as his bride, and preparations 
were made for the nuptials. 
When the 


wedding day arrived, however, the maiden 
was missing, and an old woman declarec 
that the medicine man hod spirited her 
away. A diligent search failed to disclose 
her whereabouts, and tho chief reluctant- 
ly consented to believe the friend of his 
adoption guilty. A company of 12 of the 
bravest warriors were ordered to drive the 
medicine man out of the tribe, for no one 
would consent to see him killed outright, 
80 great was the love of the people for him. 


Early in the morning the warriors set 


out to chase him beyond the mountains, 
the medicine man running swiftly on be 
fore so that they could just scarcely keep 
him in sight. Finally it became evident 
that he was leading them on after him in 
stead of fleeing before them, and at last, 
though the chief sent messengers to ordei 
the men to return, it was impossible to get 
them to heed the command. On and on 
they followed, climbing the mountain side 
and looking neither to tho right nor to the 
left, but keeping their eyes fixed desperate- 
ly upon the medicine man before them. 
The chief's messengers followed us close as 
they dared, and at last beheld with con- 
sternation the warriors full one by one 
dead In their tracks between tho parted 
lips of a great blue stono. 


Thus was the death trap discovered 


many hundreds of years ago, and tbe In- 
dians believe it to have been set by the 
medicine man to ward off all pursuit aft- 
er him and the stolen bride of the chief's 
son.—Philadelphia Times. 


Flnt Kevolver Fight With Indians. 
John Coffee Hays was reared on a farm 


In Wilson county, Term., being born there 
in 1817. At tbe age of 18 he migrated to 
Texas, where, during the struggle of that 
Mexican province for independence, he 
served with distinction In the military 
campaign conducted by General Sam Hous- 
ton, being noted for his bravery and strat- 
egy. After the termination of that con- 
flict Hays was placed In command of the 
small regular force that was shortly after- 
ward organized and became known to 
fame as tho Texan Rangers. 
Many were 


the desperate fights In which he waa en- 
gaged with the fierce Comanchee and bor- 
der Indians, nnd innumerable were tho 
perils which he encountered. Ho was the 
flrst to supply an armed force .with. Colt's 
revolver and use It In battle. 


The Indian mode of warfare in those 


(Parly days was to draw their enemy's flre 
£nd then sweep down upon them like a 
whirlwind, plying their bows and using 
their long spears .w^th deadly effect. So 
puutious were they instils respect that they 
goon distinguished! the double barreled gun 
When It waa brought Into pso, and only 
approached when they were euro that such 
weapons bad been emptied. On the first 
occasion when Hays and bis rangers, 
armed with the revolver, met a band on 
the warpath, they allowed tbetz fire to bo 
'liberally drawn, and then the Indians 
charged with exultant cries. But when 
tbe revolver was brought into play at close 
quarters the panic that ensued was abso- 
lute, and the destruction of the Indians 
complete. Hays was colonel of the First 
Texan regiment, the nucleus of which was 
formed of veteran rangers.—Denver Field 
and Farm.

MAKING GUNPOWDER. 


Process of Manufacture From Charcoal 


and Saltpeter to the Explonlve. 


The plant of a powdor mill is vastly dif- 


ferent from that of a cotton or woolen 
manufactory—or, in fact, any other kind 
of mill. There is not, as the word "mills" 
generally implies, a group of three or four 
brick buildings standing close together. If 
snch were the case, au explosion would 
cause terrible loss of life. 


The first process in making powdor is 


tho pulverizing of tho charcoal and the 
grinding of the saltpeter. It is perfectly 
safo to have the buildings in which this is 
done near each other because there is ilo 
great danger of explosion, although the 
saltpeter is gingerly handled. 


From these mills tho saltpeter nnd char- 


coal are conveyed In cars pushed by hand 
to tho wheelhouie, where wheels ten foot 
in diameter, by a method of rolling and 
twisting, thoroughly mix the two ingre- 
dients. When the wheels finish their work, 
the mixture is again loaded on the cars 
tnd taken to tlie presshouse. Here by 
ineans of hydraulic machines, with a pres- 
sure of 8,500 pounds to tho square inch, 
the mixture is jammed into large cakes 
about an mob in thickness and becomes 
a solid mass. 
Then the powdor goes from 


tho prosshouso to tho No 1 corning mill. 
Here the eolul cakes aro ground or broken 
Into smaller pieces. 


Then tho powder is run up a hill to an- 


other building, tho ohargohouse, where a 
sort of glaring process Is performed, and 
then tho explosive takes a ride to the No. 
2 corning mill. Hero It is ground again, 
much finer than in tho No. 1 mill. It Is 
afterward trundled back to the glazing 
house again, and after finished there ia 
given a ride to tho dryhouse. From there ! 
it goes to tha packing rooms, whore tho [ 
different grades and sizes are assorted, 
and then a trip is made to the storehouse, 
where It Is hold until sola. 


Now, 
of all these buildings, except the 


two first mentioned, there is none nearer 
than 100 yards, and some are 200 yards 
distant from the nearest, so It can easily 
be seen that the powder is carried a great 
distance in its different processes, and the 
necessity for a large territory is easily ap-, 
parent In the ordinary process of manufac-' 
ture. The methods are complicated and 
somewhat secret, because it is not deemed i 
safe to allow visitors to enter the works.— ! 
Boston Herald.

Killed by Aerolites. 


Since tho dawn of history a great many 


meteoric stones have been precipitated to 
the earth from the outer regions beyond 
thq air, which our astronomers, vaguely re- 
fer to as tho "regions of space." Numer- 
ous as these falls have been, there ore but 
few authentic cases of people or animals 
being killed by them. It Is said (see 
Rhon's "Elements of Meteorology," page 
ITS) that there was a fall of aerolites in 
Africa (locality not definitely set forth) 
which killed many men and cattle in the 
year 1030; also that a priost was killed In 
1511, and that a monk met a similar fate 
In 1650. As the writer omits to give lo- 
cality, even as to country in those two last 
mentioned cases, but little value should he 
attached to his mere allusion to such 00* 
currenoei. The editor of this department 
ol The Republic has carefully searched for 
Information on this subject of death deal- 
Ing aerolites and will say that in all prob- 
abilities there is but one authenticated in- 
stance of tho kind on record. 


Early one morning in August, 1879, 


David Mlsonthaler of Whetstone township, 
Crawford county, O., was struck and in- 
stantly killed by a stone which foil from, 
the sky. In this Instance the aerolite was 
of about the size of a peck measure and 
weighed about 60 pounds. From the posi- 
tion of the remains of Mlsonthaler when 
found it Is judged that the stone came 
down from a direction a little west of 
south 
The man's body was out entirely 


in two.—St. Loula Republic.

Bonaparte's Designs on Malta* 


In this fnrrcaching plan of Bonaparte's, 


which comprehended the whole basin ol 
the Mediterranean, 
and by throwing 


French troops into Spain opened the way 
for further interference, lies the germ of 
all his future dealing with the Castilian 
monarchy. Tho focal point of the whole 
system, he had explained as early as May, 
was the island of Malta, the citadel of the 
Mediterranean. The grand master of the 
knights wnsnt the point of death, the king 
of Naples claimed tho island as an ancient 
appanage, but a Gorman was the most 
prominent among the candidates for the 
succession. Bonaparte's proposal was that 
the Maltese tliould first be bribed to re- 
volt, and that tho French or Spanish fleet 
should seize Valettn, compel the election 
of a Spaniard, and thus secure a bulwark 
In tho heart of the Mediterranean against 
Turkey on ono side and England on the 
other.—Professor W. M. Bloane's "Life of 
Napoleon" in Century.
